With the multiplicity of theatres there has come a multiplicity of first per- 
formances on a single night, bringing with them increasing difficulties of choice 
Last week three leading theatres gave 
first performances on the same evening. For next Monday night at least five 
first performances are announced, including the opening of a new theatre. If 
managers are indifferent to one another’s claims on a date, they might at least 
be a little sensitive to the convenience of the public. Of course, it is not ex- 
pected that they will systematically consider the convenience of the critics who 
have not yet discovered how to be in five, or even in two, places at the same 
instant. If the managers cannot settle these little differences for themselves, 
a clearing house might be established by, or for them, distributing first night 
dates among the numerous playhouses, and thus bringing about a solution of 
what has become a vexatious theatrical puzzle. The theatres themselves suffer 
most of all, for no new performance can now get adequate attention from a 
distracted public. The diffusion of the theatre-goers’ interest is harmful to all.

Little was known here of Mr. Waller’s ar- 


tistic career so that his coming was not looked 
upon as an event deserving more than pass- 
ing notice. It might be said, however, that 
Mr. Waller's bow to his first American au- 
dience might have been made under far more 
auspicious circumstances and with a greater 
sense of appreciation for this brilliant actor’s 
art. He was, however, strongly opposed to 
being advertised in advance of his . appear- 
ance. preferring to accept such praise as might 
be in store for him on the occasion of his 
debut.

his supporting company, and regardless of 
whatever success he may win with this new 
production, it must be frankly admitted that 
Mr. Waller's first year in New York has been 
a veritable triumphal march to popular favor, 
and his record of achievements already at- 
tained will make him more than welcome to 
our shores at all times, 

Mr. Lewis Waller was born of English par- 
entage in Bilbao, Spain, and was destined for 
a commercial career. To that end he studied 
foreign languages on the Continent and on 
his return home entered his uncle’s firm in the 
city. where he was eventually promoted to be 
foreign correspondence clerk, and there he re- 
mained for five years. His leisure was spent 
in amateur acting, but curious as it may seem 
in the light of his great success, he was never 
given a good part. 

Mr. Waller's early education was received 
at King’s College London, where he was a 
very enthusiastic devotee of all sports He 
represented his college on the cricket and foot- 
ball teams and also won prizes for distance 
jumping and for the mile race.

Joseph Noel's Play, Which Has Premiere at Power's Theatre, Has 
an Element of Comedy Which Delights Some of the 
First-Nighters — Critics Divided

Yhe first production at Power's ‘Theatre 
Sunday night, April 28, of The Marriage-Not, 
a play by Joseph Noel, described by one re- 
viewer as being a ‘‘quizzical slant at the af 
finity soul-state,’’ would not indicate that the 
play is to be a big success, however, it is fun 
ny. Its faults consist in its being talky, loug 
drawn out, and to a certain extent monotonous. 
counter these faults, however, an excellent 
cast gets every possible worth out of the play 
there is in it. Oza Waldrop, Robert Drouet, 
Frita Williams and Albert Howson are ad- 
mirable in the excellent interpretation they 
give their respective roies The fault is with 
the play and if the Judgment of Percy Ham- 
mond and Ashton Stevens is for aught, the 
play is well burdened with faults. The re- 
viewers for the Inter Ocean and Record-Herald 
saw the production through other spectacles 
than their contemporary ‘‘rousters,’’ however, 
as the following excerpts attest:

MUSIC HALL SONGS. 


There are probably many people who are not 
aware that song writing for the music hall pro- 
fession is a business by itself. Scattered up and 
down the country there are hundreds of indi 
viduals—mostly men—who earn a living by 
writing songs for music hall artists. In Lon- 
don alone the number of such song writers prob 
ably runs into three figures. The bulk. or, at 
al all events, the cream of the work falls, how 
ever, into the hands of about a dozen, men, 
who have as clients the pick of the profession 
and who, taking it all round. are able to com 


mand high terms for their work. Not that 
the lesser lights linger altogether in obscurity 
but it is the men at the top of the tree, in 
this, as in other walks of life, who bear off 
most of “the guineas and the glory.’ 

Said a prominent member of the music hal! 
profession the other day: “If yon were to 


inquire fully into the matter, you would find the 
leading performers ‘on the. ’alis’ have at home 
‘tons of stuff,” which they have purchased from 
the authors, even although they knew intuitively 
that it would never be a bit of good to them. 
If an author who has written a few successfvi 
songs in his time were to meet with a refusal 
or two in the same quarter he might ‘plant’ 
his wares elsewhere, and his very next effort. 
a tremendous success, mighf fall into the hands 
of a formidable rival performer. Prominent 
artists cannot afford to take such risks. In 
the case of popular favorites, their songs are 
more or less their fortune. Their repertoire 
must always be kept up-to-date. A song that 
shows any sign of failure to ‘draw’ or to 
amuse must be discarded on the instant. One 
or two poor songs might seriously jeopordize 
their reputation in the estimation of a public 
that is constantly crying out for novelty.

The cheap agent is usually the most ex- 
pensive man in the long run and the sooner 
the manager realizes this the better for both 
sides of the question. There are plenty of re- 
ally good agents who are willing to go ahead 
of burlesque shows if the proper inducements 
are made and these men, with a _ thorough 
knowledge of billing, advertising copy writ- 
ing and newspaper work, are the only kind of 
men who are properly able to take care of the 
general interests ahead of an attraction. 

The cheap agent is usually the man who 
takes no interest in his show and who spends 
the major part of his time in the box offices 
of the different theatres or at the bars of the

The idea that 
there is nothing for an agent to do ahead of 
a burlesque show is erroneous and  fool- 
ish as there is, if I may say it, even 
more to do or that can be done, than ahead of 
| the big two-dollar show. It is true that the 


burlesque agent is often handicapped by lack of 
liberality on the part of the show owners, this 
applying only in some cases, but even sq there 
are plenty of things an agent can do to help 
his attractions He can make stage announce- 
ment where practicable, he can devise and 
frame many little schemes for street bally- 
hoos and advertising and can do wonders by 
the judicious distribution of smal! matter, such 
as blotters, heralds and advertising novelties. 
He can see that his attraction is getting 
a fair show ahead and that his billing and 
frames are displayed in the lobby, however. 
much the manager of the show ahead dislikes 
to see the show behind him getting a fair 
boosting. He can visit the newspapers and 
may perchance land a couple of extra stories 
by which means he has easily earned his sal- 
ary for the week. There Is no end to tbe list 
of duties of the man ahead and if managers 
would employ competent men who would at 
tend to these duties there would be less cause 
for complaint against the agent.

The Censorship Question is Revived, and a new Champion of the 
Drama Delivers Telling Argument in Favor of a Public 
Censorship—The Week's Amusement News in Brief. 


1e subject of stage censorship is still occupy 
a A mind, Jerome K. Jerome, who 
was the guest of the Manchester Playgvers 
Club, Midland Hotel, Manchester, last Sunday. 
delivered a telling address on the questionable 
wisdom of gtate censorship. He urged that 
England and Russia were the only two countries 
of importance in Europe where the public were 
not permitted to be the judges of their own 
drama. It seemed only right that if plays were 
immoral, pictures which seemed tv be equally 
immoral should also be banned. Books again. 
which could cause considerably more harm than 
plays, owing to the larger public who might b 
affected, could be published broadcast, practical- 
ly without the slightest restraint. The effect of 
censorship was to injure the drama and at the 
seme time to drive away numbers vf would-be 
dramatists. The public taste should be the cen 
sor of the stage, and etage plays; and if a 
play were immoral or indecent, it would be 
banned through the box-office, In exactly the 
way that an unpopular play is 10Ww 
treated.

Sarah Bernhardt’s new role of Queen Eliza- 
beth in the play of that name suits her perfect- 
ly. but that is one of the few good things 
which may be said of the latest production at 
the great tragedienne’s playhouse. 

La Reine Elizabeth (Queen Elizabeth) is a 
drama in four acts by Fmile Moreau. Some- 
how the author did not seem to enter into the 
spirit of the subject, for certainly the ‘‘good 
Queen Bess’’ was one of the most interesting 
figures of her time and still remains among 
the genuinely absorbing characters of history. 
Yet M. Moreau’s lay is dull. He failed to 
seize upon just the right incidents in the life

We find Elizabeth and 
her followers eagerly scanning the horizan te 
eatch a glimpse of something, anything, which 
will convey some tiding of how the expected 
battle has gone. Much depends upon the out 
come of this expedition commanded by Sir Fran 


cis Drake. It is while waiting for news that 
the Queen meets Essex for the first time. Pres- 
ently faint shouting is heard, growing louder 


and louder as a band of people approaches. Tne 


Armada has been sent to Davy Jones’ locker. 
| The last of this act is taken up with the re- 
|} cital, by an old sea dog, of how the victory 


was won. The scene is not without its thrill- 
ing cualities here and there. 

Retween Act I and Act II, twelve years are 
supposrd to have elapsed. The scene is the 
terrace of the Queen’s palace at Richmond. 
Elizabeth, now 67 years of age. has irretriey- 


| ably lost her heart to Essex and has presented 


him with a ring which he is to send back to 
her if ever any great danger comes upon him 
Shakespeare is introduced in this act, he being 
presented to the Queen who promises him her 
patronage Elizabeth finds that Essex has been 
false to her, and that he is in love with the 
young and beautiful Lady Howard: so, in a 


rage she flings her gloves in his face. Essex, 
quite ungentlemanlike, forgets himself suffi 
ciently to draw his sword half-way from it~ 
scabbard and is arrested on the spot and led 
off to prison—by Lord Howard, husband of 
BEssex’s love. 

Act III takes place in a room adjoining the 
hall of justice wherein Essex is on trial for 
his life, charged with treason. Here we find 
the Queen in a fever of excitement waiting 
for Essex to return the ring which will enable 
her to exercise her clemency and save the life 
of the man she loves. The ring does not show 
up. In a panic Flizabeth calls upon Lady How- 
ard herself to go to Essex and beg him to 
cease being so proud and to send the ring to 
his Queen. She takes this method because she 
herself, of course. could not implore him. This 
sending of a rival on a mission of this nature 
appears to be borrowed from Hugo's Marie 
Tudor, but the idea is happy enough notwith 
standing. The scene between the two wom- 
en, were it better composed, would be one of 
the best in the play. Historically acurate or 
not, one wonders why the Queen, with all her 
power, did not sit calmly in her palace, keep 
herself posted on the progress of the trial, 
then, when the verdict of death was given 
against Essex, just as calmly sign a reprieve 
without stating a reason. Essex’s so-called 
“‘crime’’ was certainly light enough that his 
pardon would not have been questioned by 
anyone; it would appear the queenly thing to 
do, love or no love. So the act is not at all 
convincing. 

us we come to the last act. where we find 
Elizabeth on her deathbed, the ladies and gen 
tlemen of her court about her. She is appar 
enty haunted by the spectres of Marie Stuart 
and Essex; she appears to be suffering more 
mental agony than physical, though an old 
malady has returned bringing excruciating pain. 
Essex is dead. But Elizabeth now learns that 
he really had given Lord Howard the ring, beg- 
ging him to take the band of gold to the Queen. 
Lord Howard accepted the charge but failed to 
carry it out, withholding the ring out of re- 


venge. Then Elizabeth dies—superbly. 
I'm afraid M. Moreau took his history too 
seriously. Had he harmonized things better, 


toning this down, and that up, he might have 
had better success with his play as a whole, 
rendering it brilliant in every respect. As it 
Stands it only furnishes Sarah Bernhardt, who 
plays the Queen, with a new role suited to her 
talents; it is only fair as a play; it ought to 
be very, very good. 

The famous Sarah, of course, is not what she 


used to be; this might as well be said now as 
any time, ungallant though it may be. Still 


it is as an artist that I am critcising her, 
not as a woman. And though she has really 
marvelous moments, this perfectly wonderful 
woman is not always the faultless illusionist. 
which the perfect actress must be. She is at 
her best in the last act. As the lioness run 
to earth, she is really superb at moments, 
making her audience forget the insufficiences 
manifested in her support. For while Mme. 
Bernhardt is the Queen, and can say ‘‘my sub- 
jects’’ without anyone feeling the slightest in 
congruity in her saying so, the same cannot 
be said of a number of those in her company

Derval, 
ANOTHER JAP PLAY. 

Another Japanese play, the second this sea- 
son, has just been produced in Paris. The first 
one was at the Sarah Bernhardt Theatre: this 
one is at the Odeon. 

L’Honneur Japonais (Japanese Honor) is th 
title of the piece. The story is as familiar 
and as popular in Japan as Don Quixote is 
with us. It deals with the legend of the 47 
“‘ronines’’ who risked their lives in a noble 
cause, this noble cause being a debt which 
could not be wiped out save in blood. The 
story was first given to the public toward the 
end of the seventeenth century, thus ‘supply 
ing a tale of feudal Japan, different, yet so 
far as atmosphere is concerned, quite like Be 
laseo’s Darling of the Gods. 

The plot {is not complicated. There is a 
feud between the houses of Osaka and Sendai. 
Prince Sendai, a high court-official, wrongfully 
accuses his enemy of attempted murder. A 
most dramatic scene follows. Two envoys from 
the Emperor arrive, sent to witness Osaka's 
execution by himself. Beirg a member of the 
two-sworded class. he was to commit harakiri. 
So the envoys calmly sit down to watch the 
condemned man die. 

The treacherous Hendai, however, is 
long to gloat over his coup. Yagoto 
faithful servant and friend, has sworn to be 
revenged for Osaka’s death and is only await 
Ing his opportanity. This arrives at last

Wagner Booth 
Bill Defeated 


New York, May 4 (Special to The Billboard). 
—The Wagner Bill affecting the construction 
of motion picture operating booths in the State 
of New York bas been defeated. Nearly every 
motion picture exhibitor in New York City 
has been operating under a temporary injunc 
tion awating the passage of this bill either by 
the affixing of the signature of the governor or 
by the arrival of the first of May without the 
governor's veto. 

The Wagner Bill provides for a strictly fire 
proof booth in motion picture houses, but does 
not specify a particular booth as made by one 
manufacturer. The authorities of New York 
City have slowly been closing motion picture 
theatres not complying with the present law 
end in each case where a house was closed an 


injunction has been secured allowing the the- 
atre to do business until the legality of cer 
tein booths now in operation was settled upon 
by the Senate at Albany. 

Nearly every exhibitor in the city fully ex 
pected the Wagner Bill would become a law 


by the failure of the governor to veto it before 
May 1. The bill was referred to a subsidiary 
ccmmittee, however, and before the first of 
Mey it was withdrawn from the Senate by 
this committee. 

It now behooves the exhibitors to band to 
gether and carry the fight to some higher court 
or else subscribe to the city’s regulation de- 
mending the one type of asbestos-angle iron 
booth, which the old law specifies. Many gvod 
points In booths which the Wagner Bill include: 
wil] not be necassary now that the bill hag not 
beccme a law. 

The situation just now is a very serious one 
and a very grievous one for the exhibitors of 
New York State.

United States Representative Introduces Bill in Senate Proposing 


Goverment Appropriations for State Fairs—Menasha, Wis., 
to Hold Home-Coming Celebration—Fair Notes. 


The following bill has been introduced in the 
House of Representatives by Mr. Maguire of 
Nebraska: 

A BILL 


To provide for the encouragement of agricul- 
ture, horticulture and the industrial exhibits 
in the various states. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of Amer- 
ica in Congress assembled, That there shall be, 
and hereby is, appropriated, out of any money 
in the treasury not otherwise appropriated, the 
sume of one hundred thousand dollars, to be 
paid, as hereinafter provided, to each state 
for the purpose of promoting and encouraging 
the agricultural, horticultural and industrial 
interests therein by means of the construction 
and erection of a suitable building to be used 
solely for the display of agricultural, borticul- 
tural, machinery or industrial exhibits. 

2. That the appropriation herein made 
shall insure only to the use of those states which

An objection raised is that the provisions 
of the bill are not broad enough, that it should 
take in fairs owned by municipalities and 
other quasi public corporations, ere It pos- 
sible to make such a proceeding constitutional 
we would cheerfully say ‘‘Amen’’, for we are 
firm in our belief that more solid practical in- 
struction is imparted for the money expended 
than by any of the present recognized generally 
subsidized methods. 

We also believe that the conditions of this 
bill are broad enough to permit each state to 
participate in its benefits. Section 2 of the 
bill sets forth ‘‘That the appropriation herein 
made sha]! inure only to the use of those states 
which now or hereafter shall by statute recog- 
nize and make appropriation toward the estab 
lishment and support of a state fair or expo- 
sition upon land owned by and under control 
of the state or a state board created by legisla- 
tive enactment, and no money shall be paid out 
under this act to any state falling to comply 
with the above provisions.’’ 


Generally, on c'ose examination, we find that 
States recognizing state fairs are those which 
have been settled within the life time of some 
of us who are present. We are well aware 
that every new country makes strenuous efforts 
for quick settlement, and thereby grasp every 
opportunity for advancement, probably from the 
idea that publicity pays the community as 
well as the individual. This may account for 
the lack of recognition of state fairs by the 
older settled states, as the evolution of older 
communities is exceedingly conservative. It 
may also be considered doubtful if all the 
states would come in under this act, as many 
of the large fairs are in the hands of business 
men who find it a profitable investment for 
surplus funds. Many such organizations, how 
ever, would gladly assist in securing legislative 
sanction to the provisions of this bill in the 
hope of broadening the fair’s scope of useful- 
ness to their community and state. Sections 
2 and 6, as above stated, places the acceptati: 
of its provisions wholly within the hands of 
the people of each individual state, and is 
broad enough that all may avail themselves 
of the opportunity offered. If all accept, it

So when you 
know the other has a feature act that deserves 
credit, give him or her or both the credit that 
is due them In this way yon are boosting the 
game instead of running it down like some that 
have come to my notice.

Billboard, relative to several new buildings be- 
ing built throughout the country for roller skat- 
ing purposes, and the letter also went on to 
say that they would like to get into communica- 


tion with any professional man of the roller 
skating world relative to erecting a large roller 
skating rink in a town of consequence. 

Now. I wish to say personally that I feel 
if this so called Richmond Rink promoting 
Company or any other company would erect a 
good roller rink in this city, Columbus, Ohio, 
popuation 182,500, with same centrally located, 
1 surmise there would be a mine of money in it 
for them. 

A few words as to the attitude of the skat- 
ing public of this city: we have one foller 
skating rink here, namely Smith’s Rink, which 
is located in the extreme outskirts of the town 
and requires about thirty-five minutes to make 
the trip on a street car from the heart of the 
city and inasmuch as there is only a twelve 
minute service on this line that leads to the 
rink, will say it is very inconvenient to reach, 
consequently, the crowd wont’ attend, but this is 
not all. Five years ago this rink was well 
patronized by the most refined people of the 
city, but as the manager permitted the crowd to 
be mixed with most undesirable people and not 
enforcing the various rules of the rink, the 
crowd decreased very rapidly. and I dare say 
if I had not skated many races at this rink last 
year to enthuse the patrons, the manager would 
have closed his rink before this season. 

Now it seems most ridiculous that a popula- 
tion of a city this size can not support a rink, 
but a good rink in this city would be very 
well patronized if properly managed. Above all 
things, give your patrons a treat with some 
kind of an attraction, for we all know that 
Straight roller skating over and over again 
eventually becomes monotonous, consequently, 
your patrons discontinue to attend. But I figure 
the prinicple feature in rink managing is to 
have good skates and polite instructors who 
are always willing to teach a beginner to skate. 
Such was never experienced in this city as the 
instructors were not given enough to pay them 
for their time, consequently many beginners 
left the rink continuously without even an in- 
structor endeavoring to teach them the art of 
skating. The people who wish to learn to 
skate never come back to the roller rink and it 
was not long before the one class of people 
attended the rink, till even they tired of the 
sport without something new to create interest. 
Of course this was not all that caused the 
decrease, as several fights occurred in the rink 
due to the rink not being properly managed. 
Results of such occasions cut the attendance 
per cent.

The motion picture business is getting on a 
higher plane every day, and there is no end to | 
improvements, which is shown by better pho 
tography, bettter judzment in the selection of 
scenarios—better muchines and lenses for the 
projection of the finished photoplays—but the 
picture sceen, upou which the pictures are 
shown to the public, has in many ways been, 
until just recently, the one drawback.
